Curtains a Step in Advance 


HE flurry of housecleaning over 
. and summer curtains hung, all 


crisp and dainty and cool—we 
ait back with a sigh of satisfaction to 
enjoy hugely the sense of accomplish- 
ment that is one of the most comfort- 
ing possessions of the home-maker. 

But who among us, we wonder, will 
be strong enough to keep thoughts 
from straying toward the next encoun- 
ter with curtains? Far too colorful is 
this topic, and too intriguing in its 
decorative possibilities to remain long 
out of mind! 

Just now the selection of the right 
material for curtains is greatly simpli- 
fied by the vast selection of fabrics on 
the market. Each year they have be- 
come more lovely, more varied in tex- 
ture, design and color—until now we 
find ourselves without a.single excuse 


for disappointing windows. There is 
something to be found for every need 
and almost every pocketbook. 

For proud and, formal places—when 
we come in from the outdoor season— 
there will be beautiful damasks and 
brocatelles, velvets and brocades, be- 
sides the many rainbow-hued taffetas; 
for more informal rooms the gay array 
of glazed chintzes, printed linens in all 
types of design from the early Egyptian 
to the very latest creation of modern 
art—and a long list of sunfast cottons 
and rayons that are net only lovely, 
but exceedingly practical, too. In the 
midst of this maze of color and Pattern 
a few notes on selection and making 
curtains for various rooms should prove 
both interesting and helpful. 

To some there is no nanging so 
luxurious as the velvet Curtain, yet 
its cost seems prohibitive when there 
are many high windows to clothe. For 
this Purpose then, the English cotton 
velveteens will make most interest- 
ing draperies. They come in a fine 
range of: color, hang wonderfully and 
have all the soft bloom of velvet with 
none of its important plushy look, 
and s0 can be used in many places 
where velvet would be quite inap- 
Propriate. Velveteens of this quality 
stenciled with designs in dull gold or 
eilver are most decorative and are 
especially suitable for rooms done in 
the Itallan or Spanish manner. They 
also afford a pleasant and appropriate

change from the damasks and broca- 
telles so much used in houses of this 
type. , 

If a simple effect is preferred, the 
stencils can be omitted and the velvet- 
een can be bound in dull gold or silver 
galloon. Loops of the galloon at the 
top of the curtain can be made to hang 
over the rod and take the place of 
rings, while long, slender cords and 
tassels, sewed to the top front loop of 
each curtain, form a simple and prac- 
tical method of adjustment. 


The most dignified and beautiful 
curtains can be made of hand em- 
broidered linen and twill. They are 
especially good when done in the flow- 
ing Jacobean designs, any one of which 
offers opportunity for a play of varied 
color and fine stitchery, Most par- 
ticularly do they belong in mellow- 
toned oak or pine-paneled rooms, and 
they are indeed a valuable acquisition 
—one which, like all fine things, grows 
more beautiful with use and time. 


In rooms that need a Nghter, some- 
what formal treatment, curtains of 
taffeta are an admirable choice, and 
they are also appropriate for many 
other places. There is a shimmer and 
light about taffeta that it is impos- 
sible to find in other silks, and cur- 
tains of it can be made up in any 
number of delightful ways. 


If one wants a ruffly, bouffant cur- 
tain, taffeta stands up as it should, 
gayly and crisply. If long, straight- 
hanging lengths of silk are needed, in- 
terlining and a few weights at the 
bottom will give the desired result. 
Taffeta can be piped, ruched, corded 
or ruffled, or embellished with designs 
in paint or applique, as in the manner 
shown by the curtains illustrated in 
to-day’s photograph. 

Especially lovely curtains for a small 
green morning room were made of 
maize-colored taffeta which had a very 
silvery sheen. A design of convention- 
alized flowers was lightly appliqued 
across the valance, the pattern done 
in taffetas of various. colors—greens, 
soft blues. and flames, outlined with a 
tiny thread of silver—and the cur- 
tains were finished with a narrow 
green piping. The color of the ap- 
plique was a pleasant reflection of 
the colors used elsewhere in the room 
and the design wag both light and 
graceful. 

Curtains of soft, lustrous taffeta are 
especially lovely when trimmed with 
deep pointed ruffles or with a fine 
Gouble box-pleated ruching of some 
contrasting colored taffeta , Curtains

of this kind should hang from the 
top of the trim to the floor. They 
should be made full ta meet across 
the window at the top and be looped 
back at a rather sharp, high angle s0 
that the lines of the drapery are clear- 
ly defined against the light. 

Very often a pleasing effect 1s 
achieved by using taffeta in combina- 
tion with other fabrics such as chintz, 
linen or brocade. And in many in- 
stances plain-toned, semi-glazed chint- 
zes can be used as a substitute for 
taffetas, They give, at much less ex- 
pense, somewhat the same effect. In 
all the tones of yellow, from pale ivory 
to deepest burnt orange, and in the 
greens and blues the plain chintzes are 
especially good. 


Figured chintzes in semi-glaze can 
be had in almost any type of design, 
suitability, one can use glazed chintz 
from the kitchen to the drawing room 
of the house. It all depends, of course, 
on the design, the color and the man« 
ner in which the curtains are made. 

In a large painted or paneled draw- 
ing room any one of the eighteenth 
century English or French designs 
could be used to advantage. Some of 
these large formal designs seem to be 
most beautifully adapted to prints and 
are never more attractive than when 
seen against the cotton background. 
There is in chintz a clearness and glow 
of color, a certain sureness of drawing 
and liné that no woven fabric can ever 
possess. There is, too, a little infor- 
mality about the most formal design, 
when printed on soft glazed cotton, 
that makes it most inviting to live 
with, 


These designs are especially adapted 
to long, large windows, and are best 
hung in straight folds from a gilded or 
painted cornice board. They are so 
decorative in themselves that they re- 
quire no trimming, aside from a situple 
Piping or stitched band of contrasting 
color which often gives a pleasing 
accent. 


For rooms that need all the light and 
color they can get there are luscious 
silk gauzes, plain, striped and brdécaded. 
Sunfast silk gauzes, when bound with 
narrow French ribbon or finished with 
& narrow taffeta piping, are most at- 
tractive and for all their apparent fra- 
gility are quite durable. Chiffons make 
lovely curtains, although they are so 
filmy” that it often takes two thick- 
nesses of material, or even three, to 
drape the window. This treatment is 
very lovely when several shades of one 
color are used at the same window, 
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The curtains must be very full, of 
course, shirred or closely pleated, and 
trimmed only with a narrow little frill 
or simply hemmed. 

Upon the practical and durable volles 
and organdies we based our last week's 
talk On summer curtains, and, there- 
fore, no further reference will be made 
to them to-day. But no discussion of 
curtains would be quite complete with- 
out mentioning the many remarkable 
modern fabrics which are in harmony 
with practically ,all periods and all 
types of homes. Linens, cottons, silks 
and velvets—all are used in the devel- 
opment of these interesting draperies. 
Providing their patterns and colors are 
in feeling with the general scheme we 
may introduce them into rooms con- 
taining no other modern touch and the 
fresh viewpoint in design, the up-to- 
dateness they impart to the room will 
be found extremely pleasing. 

Passing so rapidly from one fabric to 
another—from velvet to silk, to chintz 
and on to gauze—there must come to 
us the realization that !t is possible to 
express every mood, every style and 
manner of room in some type of cur- 
tain. It remains then only a matter of 
careful selection and then of proper 
construction to obtain any effect that 
is desired.

After Waterloo everybody turnea 
against Napoleon. Pamphicts, car- 
toons, caricatures, the most scurrilous 
books, all rained on his head. in a 
shower of repudiation. He was ac- 
cused of the most heinous crimes, 
Not one voice was heard to’ defend 
him. It became customary to refer 
to him as Bonaparte. He was the 
man who had strangled the first Re- 
public, who had massacred hundreds 
of thousands of Frenchmen in his 
‘campaigns. In short, he was a mon- 
sier. If any one doubts the rage of 
public opinion, he ought to consult 
the collection of journals and pam- 


phlets on Napoleon's fall at the Na- 
tional Library. How things have 
changed in our, day! Any writer in- 
dulging in an attack on Nanclecn 
risks finding all the critics on his 
neck. Napoleon {s a la mode. The 
cultural reviews teem with articles 
on him. Three different movie ver- 
sions of the Corsican conqueror are 
presented simultaneously in Paris. 
Never since the days of the Second 
Empire has there been such a crowd 
and such an avalanche of flowers on 
the Place Vendome than recently on 
the anniversary of the Emperor's 
death. The tacit motto seems to be: 
“No evil of Napoleon.” Only the Napo- 
leon of the legend, the heroic Caesar on 
horseback, “beautiful as Apollo,” 
young, gorgeously dressed, is accept- 
able. The man with flabby cheeks, 
heavy paunch and dragging step, 
which he was already at Waterloo, is 
forgotten. Napoleon has become a

Fine Russian ? ' 
Film 

Paris has the good fortune to see 
another and, this time,a non-contro- 
versia? Russian film, It is “The Sin- 
ful Village.’ This film is truly re- 
markable, both from the point of 
view of acting and from the point of 
view of production. In a tragic and 
highly dramatic story, the producer 
has been able to make a convincing 
film. He also has'succeeded in cre- 
ating a picture of Russian life as It 
was (and probably always will be) in 
the villages. There is no overact- 
ing. The savage tyranny of the Kulak 
contrasts wonderfully with the 
treacherous subservience of some of 
his women folk. The characters of 
the young peasants are drawn re- 
markably, without fear or favor. 
Above all is the fine photography. 
One of the most remarkable “shots” 
in the film is of a cornfield with 
reapers. It is taken from above and 
wooHWy clouds pile on the horizon. The 
wind makes waves in the standing 
corn and the reapers move in har- 
mony with the harvest song. So 
startlingly beautiful is this “shot’ 
that the audience burst into spon- 
taneous applause.

“ants of the village. The gas was not 
Gangerous, “just enough to make a 
Sensitive old jady sneeze a little,” 
read the announcements. But the 
War Minister had counted without 
the truck gardeners and farmers of 
the neighborhood. “Your gas,” they 
told the army chiefs, “will spoil the
